Free Hospital Beds 


If the federal grants called for under the 
Dominion-provincial tax agreement become 
available within the next year, every sick | 
person in Alberta may be entitled to occupy | 
a bed in a hospital without having to pay 
anything for it. This very cheering announce- | 
ment is made by Hon. Dr. Cross, provincial 
minister of health. There will be unanimous 
hope that the grants may come along with- 
out delay and free hospitalization become 
an accomplished fact. 


One result is foreseeable. There will have 
to be a veritable campaign of hospital- 
building in order to provide the increased 
accommodation required. Most people stay 
at home when attacked by the ‘flu or some 
other ailment not classed as really serious, 
because hospital charges run into expense, 
But if beds become free, almost every person 
will head for a hospital when assailed by 
even a minor sickness. 

Despite the expense involved, hospitals in 
the province are usually crowded at present, 
frequently to capacity, sometimes beyond 
what is considered the proper limit of accom- 
modation. If the expense barrier is removed, 
there will be need of more hospital space and 
more beds—and of scores of new buildings 
in centres and at remote points,
